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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a 371 national stage filing of PCT/US98/25314, filed November 28, 
1997, which claims benefit to US provisional application 60/066,863, filed November 28, 1997. 

Applicants amendment filed January 5, 2005, has been received and entered. The 
specification has been amended. Claims 1-9, 1 1-15, 21-43 have been canceled. Claims 10, 16, 
18 and 20 have been amended. Claims 44-47 have been added. Claims 10, 16-20 and 44-47 are 
pending. 

It is noted that the current amendment to the claims has two claims numbered 45. The 
numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1,126 which requires the original 
numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are canceled, 
the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they must be 
numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest numbered claims 
previously presented (whether entered or not). 

The second misnumbered claim 45 has been renumbered 47. 

Election/Restriction 

Applicant's election of Group I was acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly 
and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 818.03(a)), and the species of M0P3 and M0P9 
will be examined together. 
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Specification 

The nucleotide sequence disclosure contained in this application comphes with the 
requirements for such a disclosure as set forth in 37 C.F.R. 1.821 - 1.825. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As noted previously, the complete polynucleotide sequences of MOP 3 and M0P9 set 
forth as SEQ ID NOs: 3 and 9, and encoding the complete polypeptide sequences set forth as 
SEQ ID NOs: 12 and 18 are free of the art of record. Newly added claims 45-47 are drawn to 
embodiments that are free of the art of record, because they encompass stretches of fully 
complimentary sequence to SEQ ID NO: 9 that are free of the art of record. The amendment to 
the claims have differentiated the claimed invention from that in the prior art of record,
